Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the Applicant discussed and states that the applied motivation, that 
is, motivation to combine the above references is superfluous, serving no useful purpose. The Examiner disagrees 
because combining IBM's "screen number", the required claimed element, with Yoshikawa would have been to allow 
the operator access to a particular screen in the event that multiple screens are created with same screen name as 
suggested in the secondary reference (IBM-TDB).The combination will help identifying a particular screen easily. . 
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
